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Dr. Ostwald, in his lecture yester- 
day afternoon in the Chemistry Build- 
ing, confined himself to the subject, 
“Changes in Colloidal State.” He took 
the internal changes of state in the 
following order; smelling, setting, syn- 
eresis, absorption, and coagulation. 

Colloids differ only quantitatively 
from course suspensions, and molecular 
solution. However, there are changes 
in colloids due to some applied en- 
ergy. For example, acid decreass the 
degree of dispersion of a colloidal gold 
solution. In this case the degree of 
dispersion is lessened. 

It is natural to think that a dispers- 
ed system would have a uniform con- 
centration. This, 
found not to be the case. If the colloid 
is exposed to a great surface of zlass 
for example, the concentration of the 
colloid will be different on the giass 
surface than at other places in the 
system... Thiais. the phenomensn of 
adsorption. 

By experimenting with colloids 
will be soon noticed that there are 
two classes of liquid colloids. For ex- 
ample colloidal gold is different from 
gelatine solution. These differences 
can be detected by viscosity. Colloidal 
gold will flow about as fast as pure 
water. Gelatine, on the other hand, 
has a very high viscosity measure- 
ment. Other colloids give higher vis- 
cosity even than gelatine. 
colloids mechanically, 
the viscosity is often decreased. Some 
chemical substances will decrease the 
viscosity, while others increase the 
viscosity. 

Then again the phenomenon of set- 
ting allows the viscosity to increase by 
simple standing sulphates help this set- 
ting. 

Are gelatines emulsoids? This is a 
question which follows the phenomena 
of setting.

Many substances will swell when 
placed in various liquids. A piece of 
india rubber will swell very much when 
placed in a benzene solution. This 
phenomenon is usually connected with 
| kinetic phenomena. Gelatines are re- 
markable substances, showing proper- 
ties of liquids and solids. They are 
chemically peculiar also. A precipita- 
tion carried on in a gelatine gives a so- 
called periodic precipitation. 

To precpitate a gelatine the “olicid 
particles must be increased in size, and 
water must be removed. This is called 
coagulation. When a colloid is placed 
in another colloid, the amount of sur- 
face is increased, and as a result the 
concentration of the colloid will be in- 
creased near these surfaces. As a re- 
sult a colloid can be removed from a 
system. This illustrates further the ad- 
| sorption phenomenon.

SIR FREDERICK KENYON 
DEFENDS THE CLASSICS 


He Says Their Object Is Not to 
Make Small Boys Translate 
Xenophon, but Enable them 

To Appreciate Great 
Thoughts of All 
Ages 


In his presidential address to the 
Classical Association at Bedford 
College, Regent’s Park, Sir Freder- 
ick Kenyon dealt with “The Classics 
as an Element in Life.” He laid 
most stress, he said, on the width of 
the interests which the classics re- 
presented, and the actual living im- 
portance of those interests to civi- 
lization to-day. 

The cause of the classics, he con- 
tinued, was the cause of all imagi- 
native aspirations, of all intellectual 
interests. 
allied with all lovers of literature, 
with all lovers of history, with all 
who cherished the spirit of inquiry 
and the freedom of thought. 

Their object was not to make 
small boys translate Xenophon an 
Caesar, but to give them intellectual 
interests which. would enable them 
to appreciate, all the great thoughts 
of all ages and lands, and to be 
awake to the movements of their 
own days, and to discriminate be- 
tween the false and the true, thé 
new voices of beauty and the in- 
sincere cries of self-advertisement. 

Their claim must not be pitehed 
too low. Their creed was not mere- 
ly that a man might read the clas- 
sics and be blameless, but that a 
man would be a better man of busi- 
ness, a better lawyer, a better mer- 
chant, a better stockbroker, a less- 
hide-bound politician if he kept 
alive the love of literature, the in- 
terest in things of the intellect, of 
which the Greek and Latin classics 
were the spring and perennial 
source of refreshment. The spirit 
of the Greek was the very spirit of 
life, of inquiry, of freshness. Greek 
tried everything, questioned every- 
thing, was overawed by no tradition, 
sought for life and beauty every- 
where and at every cost. Those 
who- would banish Greek or would 
make it the peculiar property of a 
select few did a grave disservice to 
the whole cause of intellectual life. 

How much, Sir Frederick Kenyon 
continued, could be made of a half- 
hour a day in a place where one 
was free. -He remembered when 
living about forty minutes distance 
from town being able, without 
skimping the conscientious study of 
the longest of the daily papers, in a 
course of a few months to read 
through in the train the “Iliad,” the 
“Odyssey,” the “Aeneid,” five books 
of Livy, the whole of Catullus, and 
Martial. No. special merit was 
claimed for this. No-special knowl- 
edge of Greek or Latin was needed 
for it. 

Any man or woman with fair 
classical education would easily

|cially Greek, thought bore to mod- 
ern intellectual life. The sense of 


elements, the classical, principally 
Hellenic, and’ the Christian, Gothic 
or medieval. Should Greek ever 
cease to be a leading influence in 
literary and artistic consciousness, 
the human intellect would have 
dark days before it. At the present 
‘moment when poetry and art stood 
on the threshold of a new develop- 
ment, the influence of Greek had a 
double value. It was the spirit 
which encouraged mew ventures, 
which stimulated fearless inquiry 
and bold experiments. It was the 
spirit of light, of freedom, of a re- 
fusal to be dominated by conven- 
tion. On the other hand it impos- 
ed the discipline of sanity and good 
taste. The cause of the classics 
was the cause of intellectual cul- 
ture generally; the classics were 
still an element of vital value to 
modern life; not a special preserve 
of scholars, but the common herit- 
age of all who took part in intellec- 
tual things. . '

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THE HONOUR SYSTEM 


In educational institutions where. promotion from grade to 
grade and final academic indorsement depend wholly or partly up- 
on success in meeting written examinations, there is a perpetual 
problem of policing the students during the tests. Some colleges and 


ng 


teaching or administrative staffs. Others make appeal to student 
honor, pledge the student body to enforcement of a moral code spe- 
cially agreed upon for such situations, and accept the results of the 
examinations as indicative of students’ moral integrity as well as of 
their intellectual capacity. 

Credit for first conspicuously making the honour system an in- 
tegral part of its theory of education belongs, among universities in 
this continent, to the University of Virginia and the rule there dates 
- back to a period when the word “honour” was oftener on the ton- 
gues of men than it is to-day. From time to time colleges and uni- 
versities north of Mason and Dixon’s line have accepted Jefferson’s 
theory of dealing with the student, and with varying results. The 
latest of the large northern universities to adopt the honour system 
formally and to give it a test is the University of Wisconsin’ A 
commonwealth that pioneers in so much of contemporary democra- 
tic development naturally should experiment with student rule in so 
vital a matter. For in the last analysis that is what the honour sys- 
tem implies. Lived up to, it means student supervision and discipline 
of offenders against a moral code. It compels youth first to accept 
a tule of high conduct as worthy of obedience, and then to live up to 
it, if not for its own sake for the sake of the collective pledge given 
-to higher authorities. 

Honour is an ideal of such vital importance to genuine man- 
hood and citizenship that any and all steps taken by moulders of 
“public opinion to increase its grip on the thought of men to-day may 
very properly be welcomed. The boy scout movement is doing this 
thing admirably in its way. All recent changes in rules governing 
amateur athletic contests have registered a more sensitive public 
opinion among sports. If now the college man who would cheat if 
he could in an economics examination can, by the appeal to his hon- 
our, be made to forsake his devious ways, and if universities and 
colleges can become self-disciplining student democracies, then the 
eftects of the changed point of view will no doubt be registered in 
political and in business realms of action.

schools stress the duties of monitors or watchmen chosen from the | Dr. Starkey Speaks of Diseases 


Which Abound in Animals 
——Tells of Various Kinds 
Of Foodstuffs 


The elimination of small and scat- 
tered abattoirs and the concentration 
of the city’s meat handling into a large 
abattoir, municipally owned and oper- 
ated on a “hygienic first” principle, was 
the suggestion made Tuesday by Dr. 
Starkey, 

The subject of his lecture embraced 
generally the problem of community 
food supplies, and in this connection 
Dr. Starkey referred to tuberculosis 
among oxen and cows, 10 per cent. of 
the entire American stock being so 
affected, he declared. ; 


Other diseases also abound in meat 
giving animals and only rigid inspec- 
tion at the slaughter house can pre- 
vent the city’s food supply from deing 
tainted. It also frequently happens 
that where meat is sound in every re- 
spect when killed, it becomes infected 
in poorly managed abattoirs and in 
careless handling. 

The fish diet, too, while not so sus- 
ceptible to transmissible disease, pre- 
Senits thesame problem as in meat, he 
declared, only in a more acute form, 
through ordinary decay, which sets in 
rapidly with fresh fish and brings 
about ptomaine poisoning. 

Foodstuffs he divided into four class- 
es—proteids, fats, carbohydrates and 
salts. While fats and carbohydrates 
both served similar functions in the 
body, supplyig heat and energy, yet 
they could not be interchanged, both 
being necessary to human sustenance. 
Carbohydrates embrace ail starches 
and vegetable sugars. . Proteids cover 
tate matters and meats gener- 
ally,

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STRONG MAN ARMED 
FOR PRESERVING PEACE 


Professor Hutton at Varsity 
Shows Ideas Opposite to those 
Brought Forward by Nor- 
man Angell in “The 
Great Illusion” 


When Dr. Goggin, chairman at Pro- 
fessor Maurice Hutton’s lecture on 
Saturday afternoon .n Trinity College, 
University of Toronto, said, after the 
lecture, “Professor Hutton has proved 
himself the abla advocate of ‘The 
strong man armed, that keepeth his 
house,’’’ Dr. Goggin very aptly epito- 
mised Professor Hutton’s address. 

The professor’s subject was “Angell- 
ic Limitations.” The address was a 


criticism of the widely renowned book 
“The Great Illusion-War,” by Norman 
Angell. Professor Hutton sought to 
disprove the author’s premises, and to 
defend the principle of the maintenance 
of peace amongst the nations by .the 
upkeep of armaments. 


“MEXICANISM.” 


“Mr. Angell seems to bé@\hovering 
between. Quakerism and Me panism, 
said the Professor. Further nn came 
the picturesque phrase “that” pande- 
moniac chaos called Mexican civiliza- 
tion,” 

Professor Hutton considered that 
‘perhaps the best part of Mr. Angell's 
work is his attack on the South Am- 
erican militarist Republics,” but this 
sentence holds about all the praise 
the Professor had for the book. 

He felt that Canada is inclined as a 
nation rather to sympathize with thé 
arguments of “The Great Illusion,” 
since the long term of peace enjoyed 
by the Dominion makes Canada per- 
haps the one country in the world in 
which “the Illusion” referred to by the 
author is most understandable. The 
“Tllusion” is the idea that war and 
armaments are necessary for the wel- 
fare of the nations, and that war is 
even possible nowadays at all, 


NARROW VIEWPOINT. 


Professor Hutton's criticism of Mr. 
Angell’s book is based on several 
grounds, but the principal line of his 
attack on the work on Saturday was 
on the ground of the book’s narro¢ 
viewpoint. “ The defect of the book is 
that it is so very narrow,” said Profes- 
sor Hutton. 


CLASS WELFARE. 


That even while at peace with one 
another nations may still be waging 
desperate class warfare internally, the 
lecturer argued. “The strife of the 
classes,” he said, “is the least gener- 
ous, and the most continuous form of 
warfare. This seems to be an age 
which sees the lessening of the sol- 
dier’s violence and increasing of the 
violence of the civillan population. 
Why, even a small section of the wo- 
men in Britain have taken to violence, 
urning houses, destroying golf links, 
and horsewhipping Ministers,” (Laugh- 
ter), | 
Regarding the great business in Brit- 
ain of maintaining the naval suprem- 
acy, the professor said humorously as 
his hearers at first thought, “Serap- 
ping of ships after a few years may be 
a regrettable thing, but it is not near- 
ly so regrettable as other forms of 
scrapping.” (Laughter). “What are 
we doing in Canada to-day,” he asked, 
“but scrapping our forests and our 
natural resourees?”

A course of study in the fleld of so- 
cial service is being planned by the 
University of Toronto, and the stu- 
dents of next year will have an op- 
portunity of taking the lectures, A 
tentative programme of studies has 
been drawn up and will be submitted 
to the Senate. 

_ The University Settlement will offer 
the field for practical application of the 
teaching. 

No new lectures will be required to 
cover the course. The present staff 
will suffice for a time. 

The idea is to turn out skilled set- 
tlement workers. 

The work of a school of social ser- 
vice may be classified under three 
main heads: (a) Problems of poverty 
and philanthropy, (b) problems of 
crime and prevention, (c) problems of 
government and administration; each 
heading embracing a very large num- 
ber of distinct, specialized activities, 

The instruction will be of three 
kinds: (1) lecture course by members 
of the university staff Specially adapt- 
ed to the requirements of those en- 
gaged in or preparing for social work,

If we were to trace the great ro- 
mantic movement of the nineteenth 
century we should find that its 
greatest poets felt the weakness of 
over-refinement and too literary in- 
spiration, and sought to draw in re- 
ality, we read in an editorial in the 
London Times. Wordsworth, a 
great romantic and classic, was al- 
ways trying to get rid of his literary 
spectacles and to see things simply 
and with the eye of a child; Shelley 
smelted literature to a white heat of 
pure feeling; Keats was not quite 
content to live in romance, if we 
may judge by such a fragment as 
“The Eve of St. Mark”; Tennyson, a 
romantic to the end of his days, at 
least endeavored to divest life of the 
rosy haze of literary sentiment with 
which his great, but sophisticated 
genius had invested it; Matthew 
Arnold attained to simplicity in one 
immortal little dirge; Rossetti, ex- 
cept in his “Jenny,” never divested 
himself of the literary purple; 
Browning sought life at all costs; 
but sometimes missed it, even when 
he escaped literature. Swinburne, 
a romantic and Grecian in grain, 
saw life only in a dazzle of words 
and beauty. Meredith had a clearer 
eye; but his poetry is overmuch 
absorbed in metaphysics. And- Dr.

Tt will 
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In educational institutions where. promotion from grade to 
grade and final academic indorse ment depend wholly or partly up- 
on success in meeting written examinations, there is a perpetual 
problem of policing the students during the tests. Some colleges and 
schools stress the duties of monitors or watchmen chosen from the 
teaching or administrative staffs. Others make appeal to student 
honor, pledge the student body to enforcement of a moral code spe- 
cially agreed upon for such situations, and accept the results of the 
examinations as indicative of students’ moral integrity as well as of 
their intellectual capacity. 

Credit for first conspicuously making the honour system an in- 
tegral part of its theory of education belongs, among universities in 
this continent, to the University of Virginia and the rule there dates 
back to a period when the word “honour” was oftener on the ton- 
gues of men than it is to-day. From time to time colleges and uni- 
versities north of Mason and Dixon's line have accepted Jefferson's 
theory of dealing with the student, and with varying results. The 
latest of the large northern universities to adopt the honour system 
formally and to give it a test is the University of Wisconsin. A 
commonwealth that pioneers in so much of contemporary democra- 
tic development naturally should experiment with student rule in so 
vital a matter. For in the last analysis that is what the honour sys- 
tem implies. Lived up to, it means student supervision and discipline 
of offenders against a moral code. It compels youth first to accept 
a rule of high conduct as worthy of obedience, and then to live up to 
it, if not for its own sake for the sake of the collective pledge given 
to higher authorities. 

Honour is an ideal of such vital importance to genuine man- 
hood and citizenship that any and all steps taken by moulders of 
public opinion to increase its grip on the thought of men to-day may 
very properly be welcomed. The boy scout movement is doing this 
thing admirably in its way. All recent changes in rules governing 
amateur athletic contests have registered a more sensitive public 
opinion among sports, If now the college man who would cheat if 
he could in an economics examination can, by the appeal to his hon- 
our, be made to forsake his devious ways, and if universities and 
colleges can become self-disciplining student democracies, then the 
effects of the changed point of view will no doubt be registered in 
political and in business realms of action.

The subject of his lecture embraced | 
generally the problem of community | 
| food supplies, and in this connection | 
{ Dr. Starkey referred to tuberculosis) 
among oxen and cows, 10 per cent. of! 
{the entire American stock being so | 
| affected, he declared. 
| Other diseases also abound in meat 
| giving animals and only rigid inspec- 
tion at the slaughter house can pre-|! 
vent the city’s food supply from ocing 
tainted. It also frequently happens 
that where meat is sound in every re- | 
spect when killed, It becomes infected | 
in poorly managed abattoirs and in 
careless handling. 

The fish diet, too, while not so sus- 
ceptible to transmissible disease, pre-| 
sents thesame problem asin meat, he 
declared, only in a more acute form, 
through ordinary decay, which sets in 
rapidly with fresh fish and brings 
about ptomaine poisoning. 

Foodstuffs he divided into four class- 
es—proteids, fats, carbohydrates and

Professors—Plan of the Sys- 
tem of Studies to be Offered 
Students Next Fall 


A course of study in the fleld of so- 
clal service is being plunned by the 
University of Toronto, and the stu- 
dents of next year will have an op- 
portunity of taking the lectures. <A 
tentative programme of studies has 
been drawn up and will be submitted 
to the Senate. 

The University Settlement will offer 
the field for practical application of the 
teaching. 

No new lectures will be required tuo 
cover the course. The present staff 
Will suffice for a time. 


The idea is to turn out skilled set-| 


tlement workers. 

The work of a school of social ser- | 
vice may be classitied under three 
main heads: (a) Problems of poverty 
and philanthropy, (b) problems of 
crime and prevention, (¢) problems of 
government and administration; each 
heading embracing a very large aum- 
ber of distinct, speciniized activities, 

The instruction will be of three 
kinds; (1) lecture course by members|! 
of the university staff specially adapt- | 
ed to the requirements of those en- 
£aged in or preparing for social work, 
(2) practical discussion classes being 
directly on the every-day  experlence 
of the student, and (3) field work for 
the collection of information and criti- 
cal first-hand study of social questions, 
to be pursued under direction.
